Other Issues at Stake. 


While the fight for the presidency 
Is attracting the greatest amount of 
attention here and elsewhere it is by 
no means the only issue of impor­ 
tance today. 
A new house of repre­ 
sentatives, the lower branch of the 
Sixty-first congress, is being elected. 
In twenty-eight states governors are 
being balloted for and some of the 
states will choose legislatures which 
will elect United States senators. The 
terms of thirty-one senators—eighteen 
Republicans and thirteen Democrats 
—wiil expire on March 
4. 
Among 
them are Platt of New York, Stone of 
Missouri, Smoot of Utah, Stephenson 
of Wisconsin and Perkins of Califor­ 
nia. In twenty-three states a total of 
ninety proposed constitutional amend­ 
ments, laws, questions or propositions 
®re being voted upon. 
This does not 
Include Michigan, where a revision of 
the present constitution has been sub­ 
mitted to the electors for adoption or 
rejection. 
Of general interest in this 
connection is the vote in South Da­ 
kota on the question of repealing the 
*‘one-year residence” act passed by 
the last legislature in order to stop 
rapid divorces.

Other Issues at Stake. 


W hile the fight for the presidency 
Is attracting the greatest am ount of 
attention here and elsewhere it is by 
no means the only issue of im por­ 
tance today.

Of general interest in this 
connection is the vote in South Da­ 
kota on the question of repealing the 
“one-year residence” act passed by 
the last legislature in order to stop 
rapid divorces.

In Mr. B ryan’s state the can­ 
didates for governor are A. C. Shal- 
lenberger, Democrat, who beat Oma­ 
ha’s “cowboy m ayor,” Jim Dahlman, 
in the prim aries/ and the incum bent 
of the office, George L. Sheldon. 


Heavy Vote Is Promised. 


Reports from Chicago, Boston, Phil­ 
adelphia and other large cities say 
that the voting both in the city pre- 
cints and in the country districts will 
be heavy, the apathy that marked the 
greater part of the campaign being 
succeeded by the efforts of the poli­ 
ticians to “bring out the vote.” 
At 
the headquarters of both parties in 
this city this is hailed as an encourag­ 
ing sign, figures being combined in 
numerous and bewildering combina­ 
tions to prove th a t one or the other 
of the candidates will be successful in 
landing the big prize. 
The headquarters of all the minor 
parties are exceedingly busy places. 
The Independence party men, Social­ 
ists and Prohibitionists declare that 
their respective candidates will poll 
votes greatly in excels of those con­ 
ceded to them by the old party men. 
This feeling is especially m arked at 
the Independence and Socialist quar­ 
ters, where the followers of Messrs.

have the case in its hands. 
Some 
tim e was taken up with argum ents oi 
various motions and the beginning of 
the summing up was delayed. 
Anoth 
er day will be occupied with the con 
eluding arguments by the prosecutor 
and the defense, and then the casr 
will go to the Jury. 
The attorneys for Morse and Curtis 
began the final moves In the case by 
securing the dismissal of the counts 
In the indictment against their clients 
referring to the Calvin Austin loan of 
$100,000 In connection w ith which nils 
appropriation had been charged. With 
this m atter decided, the summing up 
for the defense proceeded. 
Charles E. Littlefield addressed the 
Jury in behalf of Morse and former 
Judge W. M. K. Olcott argued in ex 
tenuation of the Irregularities laid at 
the door of Curtis. 
Mr. Littlefield, in 
his defense of Morse, laid great stress 
on the intent of his client, which he 
declared had always been of the best 
H is client, he protested, was “neither 
a welcher nor a cow ard;” In the thick 
est of the storm, he said, Morse had 
stood firm, making good every prom­ 
ise and carrying out every agreement. 
He had met all his obligations; the 
$210,000 overdraft note had been paid 
dollar for dollar, with Interest, and 
not a single depositor had suffered 
the loss of a penny through the opera 
tions charged against Mr. Morse, Mr. 
Littlefield declared. 
In opening his argum ent for Curtis, 
form er Judge Olcott reviewed 
the 
blam eless antecedents of his client 
and called attention to the high regard 
In which he was held by the banking 
fraternity.

Morse, Mr. Olcott declared.

ADOLPHUS COULSON’S CASE 


Involves Application of Constitution 
to Panama Canal Zone. 
W ashington, Nov. 3.— The question 
w hether the Constitution of the Unit­ 
ed States applies in crim inal cases In 
the Panam a canal zone is involved in 
the case of Adolphus 
Coulson, in 
which Solicitor General Hoyt present­ 
ed a motion to advance to the su­ 
preme court of the United States. 
Coulson is under sentence of death on 
the charge of m urdering his wife, and 
he appealed to the suprem e court on 
the ground that he was denied a jury 
trial, which he asserts is contrary to 
the Constitution of the United States. 
In presenting his motion for dismis­ 
sal, Solicitor General Hoyt took the 
ground that the constitutional provi­ 
sions do not extend to territory pos­ 
sessing such status as that of the 
canal zone.

CHINESE TROOPS 
SUPPRESS RIOTERS 


PRESIDENT OPTIMISTIC. 


Disturbance Organized at Hong 


Kong Is Widespread. 


ON ADVICE OF THE POWERS 


Hong Kong, Nov. 8.—The rioting 
which resulted here Monday from the 
attem pt of those involved to force the 
local m erchants to continue the boy­ 
cott against Japanese m erchants has 
been suppressed by the soldiers, who 
were called out to patrol the business 
districts. 
One Chinese who offered 
armed resistance was shot. 
The riots were organized prim arily 
by the students of this city and the 
disturbance is evidently widespread. 
At Singapore sim ilar riots have oc­ 
curred and a num ber of m erchants 
said to have shown a desire to discon­ 
tinue the boycott against the Japanese 
have been branded as traitors and in 
several instances marked by having 
their ears slit. 
It is alleged that a J 
league has been formed secretly and 
has pledged itself to give any man 
who slits the ears of a so-called 
“traitor" $15, and should he be thrown 
into jail to see th at he is held up to 
the public as a m artyr and to pay him 
$1 a day while in prison. 
Should one 
of the traitor m erchants be killed, it 
is alleged, the league agrees to pay 
ills slayer $200. 
At Canton there have been hints of 
the same trouble and a number of ru f­ 
fians have been hired to attack m er­ 
chants. 
Vigorous measures to sup­ 
press the rioting have been taken.

ANXIETY RELIEVED. 


Steffansson-Anderson 
Arctic 
Expedi­ 
tion Heard From. 
New York, Nov. 3.—The anxiety of 
the authorities of the American Mu­ 
seum of Natural History regarding the 
explorers of the Steffansson-Anderson 
Arctic expedition, who at last reports 
were short of supplies in the Arctic 
regions, has been relieved by news 
from Point Barrow, Alaska. 
George H. Sherwood, secretary of 
the museum, announced th at a letter 
had been received from Mr. Steffans- 
son dated Point Barrow, Aug. 29, say­ 
ing the ships had come in after the 
ice had broken and that from the 
whalers about four tons of provisions 
and other necessaries had been ob­ 
tained. 
Mr. Sherwood said that these pro- 


i visions would last the expedition two 
years and that Mr. Steffansson wrote 
that he had chartered a small sloop, 
loaded it with supplies and had start­ 
ed east. 
His plan now was to go back 
to Herschel Island and make connec­ 
tions with the rest of the party, Dr. 
R. M. Anderson and the Esquimaux, 
planning to spend the w inter in the 
Colville river district, west of Flax- 
man island.

April to spend a year and a half or

TRIBUTE TO W. M. FULLER 
Wheaton M. Fuller is dead. For 
twenty-seven years he controlled the 
destinies of this paper. 
He was its 
life, its inspiration. Taking charge at 
an early age, he made his paper one of 
the most influential in the state. 
He 
was gifted with a keen and logical 
mind. As a pungent and clever para­ 
graphed few editors 
in the 
state 
equalled him. 
His writings showed 
wide information, deep thought and 
great facility of expression. 
He was a 
strong writer and a fearless one. 
He 
was a profound student of affairs, and 
kept always abreast of the times. He 
was a shrewed observer of men and 
tendencies. 
His personality was al­ 
ways felt. Such a personality natur­ 
ally attracted antagonisms as well as 
creating strong friendships. 
Yet today 
we feel sure that no one more regrets 
the untimely taking away than those 
who most often met him in political 
conflict. 
His gifts of mind made him 
a leader, and he became a potent force 
in the councils of his party. 
He could 
conceive and plan as well as execute. 
His views as to party policies were 
widely quoted, and he was a great fac­ 
tor in the affairs of his party. In the 
affairs of the community he was always 
active. 
He had great faith in his home 
city and home county and was always 
prominent in movements for the gener­ 
al welfare. It seems very hard to re­ 
alize that one who was so bound up 
with this journal, who through all these 
years had been such a vital force in this 
community, should have passed away 
at an age when many years of useful­ 
ness seemed still before him. 
He had 
come, after enjoying the blessings of a 
superb physical manhood for years, to 
know affliction in a grevious form. He 
bore his loss of sight with manly forti­ 
tude, and never complained. 
But the 
strain was too much even for his fine 
constitution. 
And so he has left us, 
leaving memories that will long survive, 
of the able writer, the good friend, the 
kind employer, the skillful and resource­ 
ful politician, the helper in all move­ 
ments for civic good. The clever pen 
is laid away, the weary frame is at 
rest. 
We cannot intrude upon the 
sacred sorrow of those near and dear to 
him left behind to grieve. To grieve, 
and yet to hope, that in lands beyond 
our human ken, the departed one has 
seen a vision fairer than he was de­ 
prived of here; that there, sometime, 
somewhere, all will meet again, in the 
comfort and the rest that this world 
cannot give.—Transcript.

Janet Low was born a favored child 
of fortune. 
H er parents had wealth 
and social position. She grew up tall 
and graceful; she had not only beauty, 
but brains. H er early education was in 
private schools, and she came out of 
Vassar to go to W ashington as her 
father’s private secretary. T hat posi- 


my father’s speeches. I knew all his 
thoughts. He was busy, and he used to 
come to me and say: ‘Janet, you know 
exactly w hat I would say. Prepare me 
an address for tom orrow.’ 
I did all 
that work, and I w ent into society. I 
was received in adm inistration circles. 
I was a favorite in every embassy. I 
was courted and had many proposals 
for my hand, but I returned to New 
York heart free. The world was too 
young aud too golden for me then, I 
thought, to venture into m arriage. I 
alw ays had an instinctive shrinking 
from marriage. Perhaps if I had acted 
upon it and remained single things 
would be different now.” 
The young woman’s first m arriage 
gave her entrance into society in New 
York.
